In the course of bis re- 
marks, Earl Granville said, if definite pro- 
posals in reference to the Fre- ch treaty of 
commerce ‘were made to Her Majesty’s Goy- 
ernment, they would be received with most 
friendly considerations. Passing to the 
freaty of Wasbingtos, Earl Granville said 
Mr. Cobden always desired that america and 
England shoald always be connected by ties 
of the warmest character. The speaker then 
eulogized the labors of the Marquis of Ripon 
and Prof. Beraard in the High Commission, 
and spoke of the settlement of the Alabama 
question as @ great and good work, both in 
its relations to the past and future, showing 
how dissensions which were — the 
commencement of quarrels, should be settled, 
leaving: behind only frieadsbip, peace and 
good will; in conclusion, he alluded to the 
United States as holding strong protectionist 
opinions, but declared his belief that the 
people of that couatry have come to the con- 
clusion that itis unprofitable to continue the 
collection of enormous teriffs. He spoke in 
high praise of. the efforts of the United S 
to pay off its debt. r 


EASTERN STATES. 


Wasuixetox, June 26—Official relations 
between Secretary Boutwell and Commis- 
sioner Pleasanton seem to be approaching a 
crisis, Boutwell having annulled a contract 
awarded by Pleasanton. Both gentlemen are 
preparing to present the case to the Presi- 
dent on his return this week. 

Curcaeo, Jane 26—News from Obio, Wis- 
consin, Indiana and Illinois state that the 
crops promise to be among the best known 
for years. Wheat is injured somewhat in 
some sections by rust, but generally the crop 
is much above the average. In Minnesota, 
however, reports are not so favorable; in 
many places there will be only half a crop.

TREATY OF WASHINGTON. 


Even the question of British Columbia 
union and the construction of the Pacific 
Kailway, which a week or two since were the 
absorbing topics of debate in political circles 
are now forgotten for the time being, and 
voliticans and journalists, Ministerial and 
Opposition are busily engaged in discussing 
the various provisions of the treaty which 
affect Canada, and expressing their opinions 
in regard thereto. It isuotlikely to be made 
& party question because in its present shape 
the treaty is disapproved of by all parties. 
The opposition are trying to persuade the pub- 
lic that Sir John Macdonald in affixing bis sig- 
nature as one of the frst High Commissioners 
to a document which provides that Canada shall 
have a decisive voice as to that portion of, the 
treaty which deals with the fishery question, was 
not faithful to his trust as the guardian of 
Cansdian interests. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that Sir Jobn Macdonald, 
while at Washington, was one of the British 
Commissioners appointed by Her Majesty for 
Imperial purposes ; be was nota ‘Canadian 
Commissioner’ as be has been sometimes in- 
cortectly called. Had he refused to sign the 
treaty the Commissioners wonld have broken 
up without having accomplished anything, 
and the evential result would have been wer 
at a time when Great Britain was engaged io. 
some great European struggle and was least 
prepared to detend ber Trans-Atlantic Empire. 
Therefore, the Dominion Government having 
protested against the giving away of the 
Canadian fisheries for such @ ridiculously 
small equivalent, and having bad a clause in- 
troduced into the treaty providing {bat noth- 
ing sheald be done so far as Canadian ques- 
tioas were concerned without being ratified 
by the Dominion Parliament. Sir Jobn Mac- 
donald signed the treaty, and I think you 
will agree with mein thinking that be was 
right in doing so. Having provided that the 
people of this country should bave a control- 
ling voice in their own affairs, Sir Jobn 
would have been assuming a very grave. re- 
sponsibility indeed bad he by refusing to 
affix his signature defeated the objects of the 
Commission, and risked the continuance of 
triendly relationship between thetwo nations.

The annual training of the active militia is 
jast commencing. To-day 4,500 men go into 
camp at Niagara, where they will remain for 
16 days. They are all fuily uaiform- 
ed ows equipped, Bod" — with ° Field 
artillery, commissariat, supply and be 
train, &c., other camps Lf be febased ot 
Goderich, Kingston, Prescott, Montreal, 
Quebec, one ia the province of New Bruas- 
wick, and one in Nova Scotia. 


[Washington Paper.} 

Capt. Hall and his party are now on the 
eve of leaving for a long and perilous voyage, 
that will probably cover a period of three 
years, or perhaps more. We yesterday vis- 
ited Capt. Hall on board of his ship, the 
Polari>, atthe Navy Yard for the purpose of 
bidding him good-bye, apd wisbing him a 
prosperious and successful voyage. The 
Polaris formerly tne Periwinkle, is a vessel 
belonging to the Government, but rebuilt 
and fitted for this expedition in such a man- 
ner as almost to be a new and very superior 
craft. She is of about 400 tons measurement, 
considerably larger than the Advance, in 
which Dr. Kane uadertook his famous yoyage 
and about the same size as the Germania, 
which left Bremea two years ago on an 
expeditiun to the Artic Seas. She has been 
planked all over her sides with six inebes of 
solid white oak timbers, and bas throughout 
been nearly doubled in strength; her bows 
being almost a solid mass of timber, sheathed 
with iron, and terminating in « sharp iron 
prow with which to cut through the ice, 

As to those who are going to be the prin- 
cipals ia this adventruous and daugerous ex- 
pedition, they are, all told, 29 men. There 
is Dota man among them whose qualities 
and character have not been well tested, 
from the captsia down to the cook. The 
leader and commander-in-chief is, of course, 
Capt. Hall ; nextin command comes Unpt. 
8. U. Buddington, of New London, an old 
whaling-master, of 30 years experience, 21 
of which were spent in the Davis Strait and 
Baffin’s Bay. He is an old and trusted 
friend of Capt. Hull, who bas implicit faith in 
bis lung experience and acknowledged ability. 
The second officer is Mr, H.C, Chester, also 
a whaling mao of 12 years experience among 
the ice; and the third efficer is William 
Morton, who was Dr. Kane's trusted iriend 
and companion, and is the only living mortal 
to whom it was ever permitied to look upon 
the open Polar Sea. He had the sad priv- 
ilege to accompany Dr. Kane to Havana, and 
so bring his remains from there to Philaael- 
phia for interment. Mr. Kmil Schuman occup- 
ies the post of first engineer, and the scien. 
tific corps will consist of three gentlemen, one 
of whom, Dr. Emil Bissells of Heidelberg, Ger- 
many, will attend the expedition as surgeon- 
oatcralist. A student from the observatory 
at Aan Arbor, Michigan, will probably be 
the astronomer; an officer of the 8 
Service Department will be aboard in the 
capacity of meteorologist. Besides these, 
there will be a blacksmith, carpenter and 14 
sailors, besides the Esquimaux interpreter, 
Joe, and his wife, Hannah. This latter in- 
teresting couple, with their little daughter, 
are genuine specimens of the Esquimaux, but 
having been in constant company with Capt. 
Hall for eight years past, they speak very 
good English, and tiave acquired civilized 
manners. Joe is a famous bunter and™‘seal- 
er,’’ and his little .wife is quite aa eccom- 
plished woman ine ‘‘small” way, with con- 
siderable talent for languages and music. 

Although Capt. Hall expects tn accomplish 
his purpose of penetrating into the great 
Polar basio, if sach a one really ‘exists, and 
visiting the North Pole, ia Jess than three 
years, the Polaris hag been provisioned for 
four years, which can be extended to six with 
a little ecouomy and judicious distribution of 
rations. The great s of provisions is 
tbe so-called ‘‘pemmican,'’ which is composed 
of three parts of selected dried meat to one
